As a result of a marked Increase 
during the past two months in 
highway accidents caused by fog 
the Pennsylvania Motor federat­ 
ion. A. A. A., today issued a state­ 
ment warning drivers to use ex­ 
treme caution when visibility is 
poor and calling attention to the 
state law requiring lighting of lamps 
on vehicles in daytime when per­ 
sons or objects are not clearly dis­ 
cernible at a distance of 200 feet 
ahead. 
“Fog, 
which 
is 
particularly 
prevalent at this season, is dreaded 
by the motorist almost as much as 
it is by the mariner,” said S. Ed­ 
ward Gable, president of the federa­ 
tion, 
“It virtually wipes out visi­ 
bility on 
Hie 
highways, 
making 
travel dangerous to all users and 
demanding extreme care and cau­ 
tion at all times. 
The driver who, 
either thoughtlessly or deliberately, 
takes a chance on highways en­ 
shrouded by fog, risks not only his 
own safety, but that of all others 
who happen that way.” 
Mr. Gable called attention to a 
provision of the motor code 
that 
requires use of lights on cars during 
the day when visibility is bad be­ 
cause of fog, or for some other 
cause. 
“Many drivers seem to bo­ 
of the opinion,” he said, “that they 
are required to burn lights only 
during the period that begins one 
hour after sundown and ends one 
hour before sunrise. 
That is not 
the case, as the state law governing 
use of lights provides for just such 
emergencies as fog, storm or other 
condition 
that 
renders 
visibility 
poor during the day.” 
He quoted 
that section of the law as follows; 
"Every vehicle upon a highway 
within tills commonwealth, during 
the period from one hour after sun­ 
set to one hour before sunrise, anti 
at any other time when there is 
not sufficient light to render clearly 
discernible any person on the high­ 
way at a distance of 200 feet ahead, 
shall be equipped with lighted front 
and rear lamps, as in this section 
respectively, required lor different 
classes of vehicles.” 
“Lighted lamps may not improve 
visibility of the driver to any ap­ 
preciable extent in fog." the fed­ 
eration head slated, “but, like the 
fog horn on a ship, they warn the 
approaching traveler of the close 
proximity of tile oilier car. It pays 
in the long run not to be too saving 
in the use of lights in winter driv­ 
ing, and especially in fog. 
“Keep your lights burning, use 
extreme care and never risk taking 
a chance—those are three funda­ 
mentals of safe and sane driving in 
fog.”
